Sierra Madre Shows Small 
Fourth Quarter Sales Gain 


The city of Sierra Madre recorded $1,517,000 in tax¬ 
able retail sales for the fourth quarter 1974, according 
to the Board of Equalization report, Taxable Sales in 
California, released recently - 


by board member George R. 
Reilly. 

Taxable tra ns actions 
statewide totaled $18.3 bil¬ 
lion in the fourth quarter of 
1974, a gain of $1.3 billion 
or 7.8 per cent over the like 
period of 1973. But prices 
had Increased over 12 per 
cent over the same period. 

According to the report it 
took 63 retail license holding 
businesses to accompl i s h 
this figure which \va s only 
three tenths of one per cent 
increase over the previous 


year. For the year 1974’s 
fourth quarter, 63 businesses 
did a total business of $1,- 
517,000; while during Hie 
same ruarter of 1973 59 busi¬ 
nesses did a total business 
of $1,512,000. 


In the overall business of 
Sierra Madre for the fourth 
quarter of 1974, it showed 
that 240 businesses reported 
sales in the amount of $1,- 
856,000 which was increase 
over the year 1973 of 1.78 
per cent.

The Tax Rate Game Given 


Explanation To Taxpayers

The first shot was fired in anger last week by the 
Mayor of Temple City in what has become an annual 
battle between the Assessoi-’s Department and local city 
officials throughout Los An-- 


geles County. 

In this particular instance, 
the Temple City Mayor 
wrote me an anguished let¬ 
ter of recrimination stating 
that the Asscsssor’s annual 
reappraisal process wa* a 
cruel “shell game” played 
on haplc-ss city officials. 

The Mayor of Temple City 
may he right about the pro¬ 
cess being a “shell game,” 
but the rest of his letter was 
incorrect. 

Something of the “hand is 
quicker than the eye.” 
hocus-noons has long sur¬ 
rounded the three elements 
that make up the property 
tax — the assessments, tin- 
tax rate and amount of 
taxes to be collected. 

When the citizenry gets up 
in arms at the size of its 
tax bills, local mayors and 
city councils’ like to point 
to the tax rate “Don’t blame 
us,” they say. ‘'We held- the 
line on the tax rate." 

The impression created by 
ihe emphasis on the tax rate 
is that the spending agen¬ 
cies have done a fust-rati 
job as long as the tax rate- 
remains fairly steady. Tin 
.-pending agencies, having 
absolved themselves, point 
toward- the Assessor as the 
Villain. 

Having i>eon sc indoctrin¬ 
ated, it is no wonder the 
public believes the tax rate 
is the magic measure of 
government spending. That’s 
not so. 

The true measure of gov¬ 
ernment spending is how 
much is spent. Unfortunate¬ 
ly that information i* -not 
printed on the tax bill, 
along side the assessed 
value and the tax rate. If 
it were, perhaps the public 
would not be so easily 
fooled by the doubletaik 


about “holding the line on 
the tax rate.” 

Tliis system is called the 
“Tax Rate Game.” By keep 
ing everyone focused on the 
property tax rate, attention 
can bo diverted away from 
the- actual cause of increa¬ 
sing taxes which is the 
amount of money that the 
taxing agency votes to 
spend. 

The game is played some¬ 
thing like this: Spending 
agencies hitch their budgets 
to the annual assessment 
roll which is In inventory of 
all taxable property in Los 
Angeles County. If the value 
of this taxable property in¬ 
creases, more revenue can 
he raised from a fixed prop¬ 
erty tax rate. For example, 
if property tax rates are $12 
per one hundred dollars of 
assessed valuation and the 
assessed value of your prop¬ 
erty is $6000, the revenue 
generated would be $720 
However, if the value of your 
property increased to $7000, 
ihe identical tax rate would 
yield $840. 

Tie Mayor of Temple City 
wrote to protest that the as¬ 
sessed value of his city was 
being increased by my of¬ 
fice. But the mayor and 
other local officials new 
seem to grasp the fact that 
assessments a. 1 o n e can’t 
raise a penny’s worth of tax 
revenue. Assessments only 
become significant in rela¬ 
tion to how much money a 
taxing agency votes to

If found to be safe and 
compatible with the phone 
company’s system, there will 
ho no further cost to the 
customer other than the cost 
of the device itself and a 
relatively small cost of pur¬ 
chasing a plug arangement 
or line terminating .unit over 
which a telephone company 
can tost the equipment. 

Teleph one company 
charges for customer-owned 
equipment today range from 
$20 to $31 for installation of 
a protective couple”, plus a 
$15 to $20 installation charge 
for an adapter, plus month¬ 
ly charges to $3.50 to $5.25.

ERA scholar Timm as 
Emerson has noted the law’s 
limited powers to “predeter¬ 
mine and control the nature

The ERA will require hus¬ 
bands and wives to support 
one another depending on 
(.heir financial status and 
their contributions to the 
household. A wife’s contri¬ 
butions of limp, energy and 
skill i.n her home may con¬ 
stitute her portion of sup¬ 
port. There would be no 
question, in or out of the 
courtroom, of a woman’s 
status as homemaker and 
other.

In 
ihis new area he established 
a ministry from “scratch.” 

Mrs. Blackwelder plan s to 
share fact s concerning hc r 
Brazilian experiences when 
she speaks at Bethany 
Church, Sierra Maa’re, on 
May 6, for the Missionary 
Society, at 1 p.m. 

Amparo, the city where 
Blaekwelders lived, is a 
European-like city of 20,000 
to 30,000 people. The minis¬ 
try began slowly as Black- 
welder’s children invited 
Brazilian schoolmates to at- 
Ic-nd Sunday school in their 
home. Soon a Bible club of 
six girl s was formed and 
the next year a coed' Bible 
club began. This evangelis¬ 
tic endeavor included games, 
singing, refreshments and 
Bible study with open dis¬ 
cussion. Each weekend 25 to 
30 interested Brazilian youth 
attended 1 . 

"Our house was a general 
headquarters and informa¬ 
tion center with people in 
and out most of the day,” 
Blackwelder said. Regular 
prayer meetings, traini n g 
workshops, evangelistic out- 
reaches and sing-a- longs 
wore held in their home five 
nights a week. To help Bra¬ 
zilian believers mature in 
(heir faith Blackwelder com¬ 
posed two booklets — “Basic 
Study” and “Vitamin B." 
The first explains basic doc¬ 
trines described in the Scrip- 
lures and the second is a 
devotional guide with vita¬ 
min “B” referring to the 
Bible. 

Rev. and Mrs. Blaekweldei 
have sewed with the Con¬ 
servative Baptist Fore i g n 
Mission. Society, Wheaton, 
Illinois, since 1951. They 
have four children.

A. — A money' fund is a 
mutual fund type arrange¬ 
ment that invests in fixed 
dollar item s such as certifi¬ 
cates of deposit and other 
credit instruments rather 
than stocks and securities of 
that type. These fund's were 
very popular when interest 
rate s were higher. Until I 
was satisfied that I knew a 
little bit about them and 
understood them, I wouldn’t 
invest any amount in them. 
To invest in anything that 
you know nothing about is 
unwise.

To do a job a pipeline must have two ends. 

In theory at last the mammoth trans-Alaska pipe¬ 
line whose first unit of steel was buried recently under a 
frozen flood plain if the remote Tonsina river meets 
those physical requirements. By mid-1977 nearly 800 miles 
of 48-inch diameter pipe will be in place to carry Alaska s 
oil riches from Prudhoe Bay on the state’s North Slope 
to the ice-free port of Valdez on the south. More Ilian 
1.2 million barrels of oil a day will be transported by 
the facility which represents the largest construction 
project ever undertaken by private industry. 

But oil delivered at Valdez won’t do much for the 
rest of this energy-short nation unless it moves on to 
what Alaskans call the Lower 48 states. 

About the time that workers buried the first segment 
of pipe in Alaska, California’s first proposal for a super- 
jx>rt facility to receive the northland oil was unveiled 
and immediately ran into a storm of protest. 

Whether or not the Estero Bay facility in San Luis 
Obispo County is ultimately approved, the incident points 
up the stark fact that for the moment at least the 
Alaska pipeline has a gaping hole in it. 

Environmental controversy and protracted litigation 
delayed that needed facility for years and drove its cost 
to $0 billion. If Californians and the rest of the nation 
are to benefit from Alaska's oil production and the 
equally critical importation of liquefied natural gas by 
ship from throughout the world they should not permit 
similar delays in developing tanker facilities to bung 
vital energy sources ashore.

no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head-words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are

Senator Ralph Dills, (D) Gardena was forced to re¬ 
move binding arbitration and the right of public em¬ 
ployees to strike from his hill SB 275. With these re¬ 
movals Dills hopes to get his bill through the Senate 
and Assembly. 

Even as amended, it is an oznoxious, destructive bill. 
It would put the camel’s nose in the taxpayers tent. It 
would full her the power of public employees to become 
masters instead of servants of the people. The bill still 
has provisions to permit un-olected public employees to 
decide governmental policies behind the peoples back. The 
public employees would soon be the foxes in the chicken 
coop. 

The city of Philadelphia just learned the hard way 
what organized public employees can do to the public. I he 
transit union wanted a $2.25 an hour raise. The arbitra¬ 
tors decided the proper raise was $1.06 per hour. I lie 
unions walked off their jobs and left 400,000 people with¬ 
out transportation, hospital service, food deliveries, inade¬ 
quate electric power and all the rest. A graphic example 
of how a public employee monopoly can inflict injury on 
all the citizens. 

Closer to home: The California Supreme Court has 
just ordered the City of San Francisco and the San Fran¬ 
cisco School Board to raise the taxes on all the people to 
grant public employees salary raises which had been de¬ 
nied by elected officials. So the people of San Francisco 
now have taxation without representation. 

Think on this. Federal taxes are 1000 million dollars 
a day. California State taxes are 300 million dollars a 
day. Los Angeles County taxes are seven million dollars 
a day. Los Angeles City taxes are two million dollars a 
day. Los Angeles Unified District School taxes are five 
million dollars a day (177 school days).

It is only natural that after its years of agony oyer 
Southeast Asia that the United States should be going 
through a period of expiation, recrimination and othei 
emotions stemming from the current state of affairs in 
Vietnam and Cambodia. As those far countries tumble, 
as their people flee the invaders and as their childien 
find new homes, new families in America, C ongress and 
the administration are seeking to provide humanitarian 
relief to that troubled corner of the world. 

In so doing, however, Congress should remember a 
January incident which seems to have been forgotten in 
the rush of later developments. This was the letter from 
North Vietnam's foreign minister to Senator Edward Ken¬ 
nedy saying in effect that information on Americans 
missing in action wouldn’t be forthcoming until the U.S. 
was out of Indochina. 

Whatever action it takes to relieve the suffering in 
Southeast Asia, this nation should insist that North Viet¬ 
nam abide by the Paris accords and account for our 
missing. In our rush to save the children and other vic¬ 
tims of the Indochina war, the still unended anguish of 
hundreds of American families should not be forgotten. 

Shifting Sands! 

“The California General Fund tax base will be eroded 
by a staggering total of $2 billion if active legislation 
pending before tax committees in the Legislature is 
adopted,” Kirk West, executive vice president of Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpapers’ Association said recently.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
AMENDING CERTAIN PROVI¬ 
SIONS OF THE SIERRA MA¬ 
DRE CITY CODE RELATING 
TO SUBDIVISION REGULA¬ 
TIONS (AN URGENCY MEA¬ 
SURE) 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Sections 9200 
through 9216 Inclusive of the 
Sierra Madre Citv Code are here¬ 
by repealed and rescinded. 

SECTIoSr 2. That Sections 9200 
through 9211 inclusive are hereby 
adcOd to the Sierra Madre City 
Code to read as follows: 

"CHAPER 2 — SUBDIVISION 
REGULATIONS 

9200. Purpose. The provisions of 
this Chapter are adopted pur¬ 
suant to the Subdivision Map Act 
(Section 66411 et scq. of the Gov¬ 
ernment Code; hereafter "Act") 
for the purpose of regulating the 
design and improvement of sub¬ 
divisions, and regulating other 
divisions of land within the City. 

9201. Name. This Chapter shall 
be referred to as the City’s Sub¬ 
division Regulations’ 

9202. General. 

(a) Designations. Pursuant 
to the Act. the following de¬ 
signations are made: 

(1) ‘Advisory Agency’. 
The Planning Commission 
shall act as the advisory 
agency within the meaning 
of said Act and shall re¬ 
port its findings and re¬ 
commendations on subdivi¬ 
sions and other matters 
within its jurisdiction as 
described in said Act. and 
in this Chapter, to the City 
Council of the City of 
Sierra Madre: 

(2) ‘Appeal Board'. The 
City Council of the City 
ct Sierra Madre, shall act, 
where appropriate, as the 
Appeal Board for purposes

(1) Tentative Maps. 
Whenever the Act or this 
Chapter require that a par¬ 
cel map be prepared and 
submitted for approval and 
recordation. n tentative 
mao shall first be prepared 
and submitted in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of 
the Act and/or this Chap¬ 
ter.

Except 
where the context otherwise 
clearly require, the definitions 
set forth hereinafter, shall be 
applied to the words and 
phrases used in this Chanter; 

(1) The definitions set 
forth in the Act shall be 
deemed to be definitions 
applicable to the same 
words and phrases used in 
this Chapter; and 

(2) Lot Split. Whenever 
the phrase ‘lot split’ is 
used in this Chapter, shall 
be deemed to mean a divi¬ 
sion of land, which hits the 
effect of creating four or 
loss lots, improved or un¬ 
improved. shown on the 
Equalized Los Angeles 
County Assessment Roll in 
effect as of April 22. 1975. 
as a unit or as contiguous 
units, for the purpose ol 
sale lease of financing, 
whether immediate or fu¬ 
ture. Units shall be con¬ 
sidered contiguous even if 
the same are separated hy 
highways, alleys, streets, 
utility or public easements 
or railroad rights of way. 

Lot split' shall also in¬ 
dude a condominium pro¬ 
ject as defined in the Civil 
Code and a community 
apartment project defined 
in the business and pro¬ 
fessions Code. Conveyance 
of land to a public entity 
or public utility shall not 
be considered a division of 
land for the purposes of 
computing the number of 
parcels or lots to be cre¬ 
ated by a lot split: and 

(3) Cl tv shall mean thr 
City of Sierra Madre; and 

(4) Citv Enginer shall 
mean the City Engineer of 
the City of Sierra Madre; 
and 

(5) City Clerk shall mean 
the City Clerk of the City 
of Sierra Mr.drc; and 

(6) That the definitions 
set forth in the City of 
Sierra Madre Zoning Regu¬ 
lations shall be deemed to 
be definitions applicable to 
this Chapter. 

9203. Improvements. No sub¬ 
division. lot split or other divi¬ 
sion of lend contemplated by 
said Act and/or this Chapter 
shall be approved unless the fol¬ 
lowing improvements are con¬ 
structed or required to be con¬ 
structed in order to service the 
lots being created: 

(a) an adequate distribution 
system designed and con¬ 
structed for the purpose of 
supplying domestic water for 
use on each lot proposed to be 
created; and 

(b) an adequate sewage sys¬ 
tem designed and constructed 
to serve each lot being cre¬ 
ated; and 

(c) an adequate storm 
water drainage system de¬ 
signed and constructed so as 
to serve each of the lots pro¬ 
posed to be created: and 

(di an adequate public and/ 
or private street and/or alley 
system designed and con¬ 
structed to serve each lot pro¬ 
posed to be created: and

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(e) an adequate system de¬ 
signed p.nd constructed so as 
to provide all necessary utili¬ 
ties to each lot proposed to 
be created. Including, but not 
limit’d to facilities for water, 
natural gas. electricity, tele¬ 
phone services; 

(f) any and all other pub¬ 
lic improvements, necessary to 
provide all services to each 
lot proposed to be created. 

Each tentative map shall be re¬ 
viewed by the staff, the advisory 
agency and/or the City Council, 
and thereafter, steps shall be 
taken to insure that all of the 
improvements reasonably required 
to service all of the lots proposed 
to be created are specifically re¬ 
quired as conditions of approval 
on such tentative maps. 

5204. Dedications. No subdivi¬ 
sion, lot spilt or other division 
of land contemplated bv the Act 
or this Chapter, shali be ap- 
jiioved, unless the subdivider 
nnd/or owner dedicates to the 
City, or. at tho option of the 
City, makes irrevocable offers of 
dedication to the City or suffi¬ 
cient interests in real property, 
located within ihe boundaries of 
the subdivision, lot split or other 
division of land, to accommodate 
nil streets, alleys, drainage facili¬ 
ties, sewage facilities, public uti¬ 
lity easements and such other 
easements, as may be deemed 
necessary to properly service the 
lots proposd to be created, in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to, de¬ 
dication. or irrevocable offers of 
dedication, of access rights and/ 
or abutter's rights of whatever 
kind or nature. Where appropri¬ 
ate on a particular subdivision, 
lot split or other division of land 
contemplated by the Act of this 
Chapter, the waiver of direct ac¬ 
cess rights, as contemplated hv 
Section 66467 of the Act may be 
required if the public interest 
necessitates such waiver, as de¬ 
termined bv the City Council. 

The precise areas proposed for 
such dedication or offers of de¬ 
dication, shall be established as 
conditions of approval on the 
tentative map proposed for such 
subdivision, lot split or other 
division of land. 

5205. Parcel Maps. Where dedi¬ 
cation of property is required, 
with reference to a parcel map. 
such dedication shall be accom¬ 
plished bv a certificate placed 
upon the face of the parcel map. 
in the same manner as is re¬ 
quired of a final map pursuant 
to the Act. 

9206. Existing Improvements. 
Notwithstanding the provisions of 
Section 9203 (Improvements) and 
Section 9204 (Dedications) hereof, 
no improvements and/or dedica¬ 
tions shall be required of any 
lot split where the lots proposed 
to be created by such lot spiit 
are already serviced by existing 
improvements and/or dedications. 

9207. Limitation on Improve¬ 
ments. Improvements and/or de¬ 
dications required pursuant to 
Sections 9203 and 9204 hereof, 
with reference to a subdivision, 
lot split or other division of land 
contemplated by the Act and/ 
or this Chapter, may be so re¬ 
quired whether the same are in¬ 
cluded within the boundaries r.f 
the tentative map for such subdi¬ 
vision. lot split or other division of 
land contemplated by the Act nr 
this Chapter, provided that such 
improvements and /or dedication- 
are reasonably required to service 
the lots proposed to he created 
bv such land division. 

9208. Reservations of Conditions. 
Where the Citv Council finds that 
the public interest so requires, it 
may, as a condition,of approval, 
on a subdivision, lot split or other 
division of land contemplated bv 
the Act or this Chapter, require 
that there be a reservation of 
land made for parks, recreational 
facilities, fire station, libraries or 
ether public uses as contem¬ 
plated by Section 66479 of the Act 
Nc such reservation shall be so 
imposed except in compliance 
with the provisions of the Act. 

9209. Reimbursement. Pursuant 
to Section 66485 of the Act. where 
the City Council finds that the 
public interest so requires, it shall 
be deem xi a requirement of this 
Chapter that any subdivision, lo* 
spilt or othrr division of land 
contemplated by the Act or this 
Chapter, that the subdivider shall 
supplement the size, capacity or 
number of any improvements 
rtherwiae required for the benefit 
of the lots proposed to be cre¬ 
ated. which suid supplemental 
-ize capacity and/or number, is 
for ' the benefit of property not 
included within such subdivision, 
lot split or other division of ’and 
contemplated by the Act or this 
Chapter. Where such supplemen¬ 
tal improvements are so required 
reimbursement agreements shall 
be executed, as is provided in 
Section 56486 et seq. of said Act. 

9210. Soils Report. A soils re¬ 
port, as contemplated bv Section 
66490 of the Act. shall be re¬ 
quired for each subdivision, lot 
split or other division of land 
contemplated by the Act or this 
Chapter. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of this Section, the 
Citv Council may waive the re¬ 
quirement of a preliminary soils 
report if it finds that due to 
the knowledge the staff has con¬ 
cerning quality of the soils in¬ 
cluded within the subdivision, lot 
split or other division of land, 
no such preliminary analysis is 
necessary. 

Where soils reports are required, 
and the same disclose an un¬ 
stable condition, the City shall 
require appropriate steps to be 
taken to correct such condition, 
or. if such unstable condition 
cannot be eliminated, the sub¬ 
division. lot split, or other divi¬ 
sion of land, shall be disap¬ 
proved. 

9211. Improvement Sccur i t y. 
With respect to any subdivision, 
lot split or other division ol land 
contemplated by the Act or this 
Chapter, as to which certain im¬ 
provements are required pursuant 
to said Act or this Chapter, and 
the said improvements are not 
constructed and installed in ac¬ 
cordance with the City’s stan¬ 
dards therefor, as of the time of 
submission of a final map for ap¬ 
proval. the City Council, in its 
discretion, may execute an agree¬ 
ment with the subdivider or other 
qualified person, providing for 
the construction of such im¬ 
provements; provided that any 
such agreement shall contain pro¬ 
visions concerning security for 
the construction of such improve¬ 
ments. Such security shall con¬ 
sist of the type described in Sub¬ 
division (b) or (c) of Section 
66499 of the Act whichever may 
be authorized by the City Coun¬ 
cil. The amount of such security 
shall be set in accordance with 
Section 66499.3 et seq. of said 
Act. 

9212. Subdivision Fees. By re¬ 
solution. the Citv Council shall 
set appropriate filing and pro¬ 
cessing fees which shall apply to 
all subdivisions and other divi¬ 
sions of land contemplated by 
the Act. 

69213. Lot Split Procedure. The 
provisions of this Section shall 
apply to the processing of lot 
splits.

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(a) Filing. All applications 
for lot splits shall be filed, to¬ 
gether with a tentative map 
therefor, with the City En¬ 
gineer, on forms provided by 
him for such purposes; and 

(b) Fees. Prior to processing 
any application for a lot split, 
the applicant shall pay tc> the 
City Treasurer such fees as 
may be required by resolution 
of the City Council pertain¬ 
ing to the same; and 

(c) Staff Review. The City 
Engineer shall circulate the 
application for a lot split, to¬ 
gether with the tentative map 
relating thereto, to affected 
City Departments for review 
and comment.

Where the Planning 
Commission finds that any cf 
the lots proposed to be cre¬ 
ated would not comply with 
applicable provisions of the 
Sierra Madre Citv Code, or it 
it finds that any facts exist 
which would, pursuant to the 
Act, be a basis for denying a 
subdivision, it shall deny said 
application. 

Where the Commission finds 
that the lots proposed to be 
created will comply with the 
said Code, but that certain 
improvements and/or dedica¬ 
tions are required to properly 
service a lot proposed to he 
created, the Planning Com¬ 
mission shall approve the lot 
split application conditionally, 
so as to insure that all such 
improvements and/or dedica¬ 
tions will be constructed in 
accordance with the City’s 
standards therefor. The action 
of the Planning Commission 
upon a lot split application 
shall be final and conclusive, 
in the absence of an appeal 
taken in the time and manner 
hereinafter set forth. 

(e) Appeal of Planning Com¬ 
mission Decision. Any interest¬ 
ed person may appeal the ac¬ 
tion of the Planning Com¬ 
mission with reference to a lot 
split application by filing a 
written letter of appeal with 
the Citv Clerk, describing 
therein the basis for such ap¬ 
peal: the City Clerk shall not 
accept such a letter of appeal 
unless a filing and processing 
fee. as set bv Citv Council 
Resolution, has been paid, and 
such letter of appeal is filed 
with the City Clerk within not 
to exceed 10 calendar days fol¬ 
lowing the Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s action.

SECTION 3. This Ordinance 
Is hereby declared to be an ur¬ 
gency measure, and shall take ef¬ 
fect Immediately upon Its adop¬ 
tion. A statement of facts con¬ 
stituting the basis ot such ur¬ 
gency is as follows: 

That In the 1974 Legislative 
Session, the State Legislature en¬ 
acted Senate BUI 977, having the

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effect of repealing certain provi¬ 
sions of the Subdivision Map Act 
and reenacting, in new ferm. the 
said Act, as is set forth in Sec¬ 
tion 66410 et seq. of the Govern¬ 
ment Code of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia. Said Act which took ef¬ 
fect in Ma?ch, 1975. required local 
agencies, .such as this City, to 
enact ordinances to Implement 
said Act by regulating the design 
and improvement of subdivisions 
pnd othrr divisions of land lo¬ 
cated within the boundaries of 
the said City. For the foregoing 
rtasons, the immediate adoption 
of this Ordinance is required to 
preserve the public peace, health 
and safety, as aforesaid.
